his harp. A perpetual ſpring is a perpetual ſupply. 
He ſhall not be careful in the year of drought; nor 
ſhall he know when heat cometh, He deals not out 
his matter by the ounce ; nor watches the clock /ite 
the hireling that waits for the ſhadow. He, peaks 


| . fully upon each ſubject; and, if his incomes are 


great, he continues his ſpeech till midnight, and 
after this breaks bread, and talks till break of day, 


and truſts in his Father for a freſh ſupply. While 
the cruſe ſprings, he pours away till the veſſels are 
full, and the oil ſtays, without any reſerve for a rainy 


day, or without any fear of ſtanding ſtill for the 


want of proviſion, or of ſhutting up houſe for the 


want of remittances. He gives a portion to ſeven, 
and alſo to eight, without conſidering the evil of 
famine or war that may in future be in the earth. 


The independant, who keeps houſe at his own ex- 


pence, or is at board · wages, muſt proceed with cau- 
tion, and not live beyond his income; but the Heir 
of Promiſe lives at the expence of the Giver of all 
things; and the more he ſpends, the more he has. 
He that ſcatters ſhall get incregſe; and be that with holde 
more than is meet, it tendeth to poverty.

This Liberality in my text 1s not. and li- 
berality: for a man may give away all his goods, 
and yet be nothing; not is a prince or ruler eſta- 
bliſhed by that, though it is a good fruit.

Having conſidered the liberal things of 5 
Prince, I come now.— 
g9tbhy, To treat of f his foot hold, his ſtanding, or 
eſtabliſhment. By liberal things ſhall be fand: which 
ſhews,' that the vile perſon who utters errors, and 
ſpeaks villany, ſhall not ſtand in his own righteouſ- 
neſs; he falls at the feaſt, for want of a wedding- 
garment, - He that makes fleſh his arm is curſed me -; 
God, and ſhall not ſtand in the judgment. The 
houſe built on the ſand ſhall not ſtand. Thoſe that 
build a tower, without counting the coſt, will find 
their language confounded, and their building de- 
moliſhed : but the liberal, by liberal things, ſpall 
fand. God choſe him in Chriſt, called him to 
Chriſt, and he preaches Chriſt; and, as the dearly 
beloved of God, he ſhall ſtand faſt in Chriſt, He 
is a partaker of grace; has been a ſteward of 
the manifold grace of God; and has acceſs into this 
grace wherein he ſtands, and muſt ſtand. He is a 
juſtified perſon, and ſhall ſtand in the judgment; 
and, as a righteous perſon, he ſhall ſtand in the ge- 
neral affembly, in the great congregation of the 
righteous : he ſhall ſee God for himſelf, and not for 
another: and ſtand in his own teſtimony, and not in 
the teſtimony of another.

As be is to ſtand by liberal things, it implies that, 
by the liberal gifts of God, by his free grace in 
Chriſt Jeſus, he ſhall ſtand or be eſtabliſhed ; and 
not by his own works, however many; nor by his 
own fruits, however good: how much leſs by the 


works of the law, or his obſervations of it! nor by - 


the conditional promiſes of that covenant which 
eſtabliſhes nothing but the perfection of its author, 
and the eternal puniſhment of the tranſgreſſor. The 
| preachers of it know not what they ſay, or whereof 
they affirm; and, if they cannot eſtabliſh their own 
doctrine by it, it is not likely that themſelves ſhould 
be eſtabliſhed by it. By faith the prince ſtands in 
this world ; and, by the riches of grace in glory by 
Chriſt Jeſus, ſhall he ſtand in the next. It is God 
that founded Zion, not man ; and the Higheſt himſelf

You have heard, in this ſubject, what God an of 
falſe teachers.

Head of the Church, Key-keeper of Heaven, Our

Succeſſor, &c. &c. But he is nothing the better 
for all theſe—he is the Man of Sin, the Myſtery of 
Iniquity, ſtill. The Church of Rome is called the

Nations but ſhe is not one morſel better than her 
Arminian ſiſter, who juſtifies herſelf as mech as ſhe;
